THE SILVER DOLLAR, 

Full Text of Senator Juen<«s’« Billi. 

W AsSHINGTON, October 22.—The text 
of the silver dollar bill introduced to- 
day by Senator Jones, of Nevado, is as 
followe: 

A bill to authorize the coinage ofa 
doilar of 4124 grains standard silver, 
and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted, &., That as soon as 
practicable after the passage of this act 
there shall be from time to time coin- 
ed-at the mint ofthe United States 
conformably in aj! respects to law a 
silver dollar, the standard weight of 
which shall be 4124 grains troy, 
and any owner of silver 
ballion may deposit the same at anv 
coinage wint or at the assay office at 
New York, to be coined into dollars for 
bis beoefit, upon the same terms and 
condi'tons as gold bullion is deposited 
for coinage under the existing law, and 
be it further enacted that said coin 
shall be a legal teuder at its nominal 
vaine for all snms in all payments cf 
debts both public and private, except-~ 
ing such as under existing contracts or 
expressed therein to be otherwise pay- 
able; and*be it further enacted. that 
no charge shall be made for coining 
from standard silver bullion the silver 
dollar authorized by this act.

FURY OF 7HE FLAMES, 


Details ef the Portiand Fire. 


Sr. Joun’s, N. B, October 21.—The 
 Fillowing editorial details of the fire at 
Portland yesterday morning are tele- 
graphed : 

At 5 o’clock the burnt district ex- 
tended from Acadia to Portiand street, 
along Chase street to Acadia and thence 
to Main street. Both sides of Chapel 
street were in ruins, and several houses 
on the east side of Arcadia, as well as 
on the west, were iu flames. At that 
time it was believed that nearly everv 
house on High street, between Portla d 
and Arcadia, Would be destroyeu. 
Temperance Hall, on Simonds street, is 
on fire. The fire burned itself out 
about 9 o’clock. Nearly seventy-five 
houses were destrove’i. One man was 
burned to death, and several women 
and chiléren injured. 

DRUNKENNESS AND ROWDYISM 
were rampant during the progress of 
the flames. The town council is taking 
measures to relieve the sufferers. The 
fire is supposed to have been incen- 
diary, previous atiempts having been 
made to burn the building in which the 
flames were first discovered. The loss 
is estimated at $200000. Many of the 
homeless were sufferers by the Bt. 
John’s fire. The fire burned 230 
woeden houses. There was only one 
brick house in the whole district. Over 
2,000 people were burned out, 700 of 
whom were gutferers in the first fire of 
June 20, he !oss is fully 300,000 ; 
insurance about S50 000. 

BURIED IN THE KUINS. 

The foundation of 4 gave way 
while men were working in the rnins, 
burying balf of the boys and men. A 
man named James Spinlaw, was taken 
cut dead; also one of the bovs, Alex 
ander Gilles, Another was fatally in- 
jured, and all the others seriously hurt.

THE SCENE. 

The scene during the progress of the 
fire will not soon be forgotten.

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DISHEARTENING FIGURES. 
> 


The tabular statement that we pub- 


lish this morning, taken from the 


books of the State road, does not tell a 

flattering tale. It is however an ener. 

ring one. Its footings are unavoidable. 

They annihilate all the estimated per- 

centages of an increased production of 

supplies at home. We have not as a 

state gained a foot of ground. We are 

to-day buying as much from the north- 
west as we ever have—as much, we 
mean, of what we can and should pro- 
duce at home. Itistrue, that some of 
the meats and breadstuffs includ 

ed in the table go to other 

states, but this amount is _ fully 
offset by the amount brough into the 
state from Alabama and through the 
South Atlantic ports. 

Nor does this table tell the whole 
story. It says nothing of the beef cat- 
tle, the mules, the hay, the butter, or 
cf the thousand and one manufactured 
articles that we needlessly buy trom 
the north. We grow cotton at hard 
pan prices, and buy the articles we 
have enumerated at northern prices, 
with adeal of transportation and sev- 
eral profits added. We even send our 
cotton north to be manufactured, 
and it comes back to us with two 
thousand miles of travel charges 
attached, to Bay nothing of 
warehouse, mill and middlemen. This 
ig financial ruin. We cannot go on 
buying our meats in Ohio, our corn in 
Lilinois, our mules in Kentucky, our 
cattle in Tennessee, our coarse wagons 
in Wisconsin, our cotton goods in 
Rhode Island, without getting deeper 
and deeper into the mire of financial 
distress and dependency. We must 
begin to produce our supplies at home 
—begin we mean, in earnest. We 
ehould begin in earnest to spin, if not 
to weave, the cotton that we grow. We 
have listened to flattering statements 
long enough. The figures before us 
show that we are going back wards in- 
stead of ahead. We are losing ground 
yearly. Shall this continue?

The omitted counties will probably 
decrease Bishop’s majority about two 
thousand, not more than that. These 
figures effectually dispose of the state- 
ment that Mr, Bishop isa minority gov- 


ernor. His majority over all candidates 
is considerable iarger than the republi- 


can majority in the preceding guber- 
natorial elecuion. 

The total vote this vear will be about 
582.000 against 592,683 for governor in 
1875. The latter was an extraordinary 
vote and the vote of this year may 
therefore be set down as the state’s av- 
erage vote at gubernatorial elections. 
Mr. Bishop’s vote will probably foot 
up about 6,000 less than William Al- 
lens, while Mr. West has polled proba- 
bly 40 000 votes fessthan Mr. Hayes did 
in 1875. The republicans claim that 
there is hope in these figures. There 
is, but itis not for them. The suppos- 
ed number of stay-at-humes do not 
explain the difference, when the vote 
is nearly as large as that in which the 
fog-horn of Willi@m Allen and the 
smiles of Ruthertord B. Hayes played 
prominent parts. The truth is, the re- 
publican party has reached the disin~ 
tegrating period, and Mr. Bishop’s mag- 
nificent plurality is only the forerun- 
ner of a natural series of victories 
equally brilliant if not so surprising. 


ALTHOUGH the republicans of France 
lost sixty six seats in the assembly, 
yet very few radicals were among the 
sufferers. The radicals and Bonapart- 
ists gained strength at the expense of 
the moderate republicans and the Or- 
leanists. In the last assembly the 
moderates numbered 206, now but 170 
while. the radicals now number 144 
against 157 in the house that was dis-— 
solved. The conservatives now con- 
sist «f 144 Bonapartists, 54 legitimis's 
and 11 Orleanists. The fight will soon 
be between the radicals and Bonapart- 
ists.

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A 7ROUBLESOME OBELISE. | 
Our telegrams have already an-~ 
nounced the fact that in a recent storm 
the captain of the Olga, whose vessel 
had the Egyptian obelisk in tow, res~ 

ed the crew in charge of fhe caisson, 
Koa then proceeded to set fhe antique 
pillar adrift. He then steamed into 
port, and announced that the treasure 
had been lost. His report, however, 
was somewhat premature, for news 
followed almost immediately that the 
caisson had been recovered by the 
steamer Fitzmaurice off Ferol, an the 
coast of Spain, by wuich vessel it was 
towed safely into port, from whence, 
strange as it may seem, it will be taken 
into an admiralty court; for what is 
antiquity to the master of the Fitz- 
maurice? What to him is the fact 
that the obelisk was set up in 
Heliopolis fifteen hundred years 
or more before Christ, or that 
its queer hieroglyphics contain the 
recora of the greatness of Thothmes 
Ill? These things do not bring him 
salvage, albeit they may add to the per 
centum of his claim. But salvage is 
what he wants and no doubt his claim 
will be promptly adjudicated, though 
there are many difficulties in the way 
of estimating the value of the imme- 
rial stone. It is a little peculiar, how- 
ever, that through the cra tand cunning 
of civiiization this speechless monu- 
ment to the grandeur and grea‘ness of 
an age whereof it 1s almost the only 
record, should at last find its way into 
an admiralty court. 

The safe transportation of this relic 
of the past to England will probably 
increase the rage for obelisks which has 
prevailed through all ages. Tne empe- 
rors of Rome were notably eager to 
secure these relics of antiquity. 
There are in Rome. at least 
a dozen of these monoliths, all rich 
historical associations. and there are 
severai in Constantinople and the other 
cities. These records of past greatness 
are well-nigh imperishable. The one 
which has just arrived in England was 
offered to that government years ago by 
Mehemet Ali, but was not removed 
until recently. The obelisk which New 
York will doubtless secure is stil! 
standing and is said to b3 in a much 
better state of preservation than the one 
over which the lawyers in admiralty 
are exercising their ingenuity.
